Back of all the trouble, and, in the 
last analysis, responsible for it, is the 
political coddling of the negro by the 
republican party in general and by the 
present occupant of the white house 
in particular. 

There need be no mincing of words 
in the discussion of this question. By 
his social and political catering to the 
negro—which undoubtedly has had its 
inspiration in desire to secure to him- 
self the votes of the negroes in the 
doubtful states—Mr. Roosevelt has 
done more harm to the negro and has 
done more to promote inharmony be- 
tween the two races than any other 
man.of his generation. 

Instead of following the policy of his 
distinguished predecessor, which was 
based on determination to refrain from 
aggressing the people of any commu- 
nity in any appointment he had to 
make, Mr. Roosevelt from the first in- 
jected his natural tendency towards 
self-exploitation into everything 
pertaining to the race 
tion. He went into the presiden-| 
tial office with the knowledge that| 
many colored men resented the stric-| 
tures he had, in the book he wrote! 
about himself in Cuba, seriously re- 
flected upon the negro as a soldier, and 
he began, accordingly, to blazon to the 
world every negro appointment he 
made. That has been: his policy ever 
since. Some of those who attempt 
to defend him say he has appointed 
ho more negroes to office than did 
Mr. McKinley. It is possible this is 
true; but Mr. McKinley never made 
Such an appointment where it was evi- 
dent it would aggress the community, 
While Mr, Roosevelt seems to have 
gloried in stirring up just that ‘sort 
of strife. The present status of the 
republican party in the southern 
States is significant enough of the ef- 
fect of this policy in one direction, 
and completely answers those who 
attempt to defend the present occu- 
pant of the white house by claiming 
he has done nothing which Mr. Mc- 
Kinley did not do, It is undeniably 
true that many white men throughout 
all these states voted for Mr. McKin- 
ley; practically every man of theni 
has now come back into the demo- 
cratic party, and all because of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s exploitation of his desire 
to cater to the negro at every turn, 
and of his irritating agitation of the 
race issue, 

The result “pon the negro, and to 
him, has been extremely harmful. The 
coddling he has received has put dis- 
content in his heart, and, in many 
cases, deviltry. This has been mani- 
fest not in the south alone, but it has 
s00wn itself in every part of the north 
where negroes are to be foufid in any 
numbers. It has perhaps been more 
marked in the northern communities 
than in the southern; for while a 
larger proportion of the negroes in 
these southern states are ignorant, in 
the north the proportion of vicious 
negroes undoubtedly is greater than 
here, 

We believe it is to be true that ne- 
gro crimes have been far more fre- 
quent in the northern states than they 
ever were before Mr. Roosevelt begaa 
his negro policy. Whatever he may 
consider his own motives in this con- 
Stant catering to and coddling of the 
negroes, the effect of that policy has 
been to make the negro have an alto-| 
gether distorted view of his own im- 
portance—of his troubles, his privi- 
leges, his rights; and the vicious of 
the race have resorted to crimes of 
various characters which, in turn, have 
brought on mobs and mob violence. 
There has been injury to the law, ine 
jury to civilization and grievous in. 
jury to the negro race. 

In a recent speech delivered at the 
conference for education in the south, 
held at Birmingham last April, Bishop 
Gallaway lays down these things as 
definitely and finally settled: 


!. In the south there will never be any 
social mingling of the races. Whether 
it be prejudice or pride of face, there is 
a middle wall of partition which will! not 
be broken down. —~ 

2. They will worship in separate 
churches and be educated in separate 
schools. This is desired alike by both 
races, ang is for the good of each,

4. The great body of the negroes are 
here to stay. Their coerced colonization 
would be a crime, and their deportation 
a physical impossibility. And the white 
people are less anxious for them KO 
than the negroes are to leave. They 
are natives and not intruders, 

So long as these things are recog: 
nized and accepted, there will be no 
trouble. But anything that smacks 
in the least of social equality—and 
this coddling business does smack of 
it—means the overthrow of one or all 
of the principles laid down by Bishop 
Gallaway, and then comes trouble. It 
is so north as well as south. 

Here in the south every possible 
encouragement and aid is given the 
negroes who show an honest desire 
to develop themselves along the line 
of. good citizenship. The stirring up 
of the race question by the president 


or anybody else, when it results in

As secretary of war Mr. Root stood 
between negro soldiers and the promo- 
tions and appointments to which they 
were entitled. The jugglery to which he 
was a party in mustering out the Forty- 
ninth volunteer regiment in such a way 
that the officers could not stand exami- 
nation for continuances in the service, #t 
San Francisco, on their return from the 
Philippine islands; the admitteg fact that 
the war department insists that every 
applicant for the position of teacher in 
Porto Rico or the Philippines shall fil 
a photograph with the application, to the 
end that no negro has been able to get 
assigned through the war department, 
and Mr. Root’s now famous Union League 
address, in which he declared that negro 
suffrage had been a mistake and failure— 
all these and more the negroes of New 
York have learned and conned by rote 
to be east into his campaign if he ever 
runs for affice. We will not vote for 
Mr. Root; we hope that he will not be 
put up. I believe that you will agree 
with me, Mr, Editor, that ‘‘self-preserva- 
tion is the first law of nature,’’ and that 
it is as much true.with a race as an in- 
dividual. 

Mr. Root is already very strong in 
New York; there can be no doubt of 
that.

Following in the footsteps of the 
army, the surgeon general of the navy 
has taken vigorous steps toward com- 
batting consumption in that division 
of Uncle Sam’s fighting forces. 

Under the present system, men at- 
tached to the naval service who be- 
come afflicted with tuberculosis are 
either pensioned or discharged. His 
idea is to establish an outdoor sani- 
tarium for the treatment of the dis- 
ease, and to send all patients there 
instead of pursuing the existing meth- 
od. He plans to secure a farm in as 
close proximity ag possible to the sea, 
with an elevation of 2,000 feet. By 
observing both of these conditions 
he will obtain an altitude well adapt- 
ed to the cure of the disease, while 
the patients will be in close touch 
with their vessels in the event of 
recovery or improvement. 

In proposing the beneficent plan, 
the surgeon general is only taking 
advantage of successful experiments 
which have been conducted along this 
line elsewhere. In many of the west- 
erm states, in the south, in the Bu- 
ropean Alps, and even in the arctic 
regions the salutary effect of the out- 
door treatment on the great white 
plague has been conclusively proven, 
Experts on tuberculosis are now con- 
vinced that where cases are taken in 
the earlier stages, frequently even 
after the symptoms have become ag- 
gravated, they may be cured entirely, 
while at all events life will be mate- 
rially lengthened and made more bear- 
able. The primary requisites in this 
method are a high altitude, a dry, 
crisp, pure atmosphere with as uni. 
form temperature as possible. This 
last may be said to be the leading in- 
gredient in the prescription. Unless 
the temperature is nearly uniform, or 
the patient’s person protected against 
any sudden changes in the weather, 
little good may be expected to result 
from the treatment. 

More recently the wholesome idea 
of mingling light employment with this 
treatment has gained ground. One of 
the greatest obstacles which physi- 
cians have to combat in every class 
of disease is the mental state of the 
patient, who, if left entirely unoccu- 
pied, is apt to brood on his or her 
condition. A melancholly ‘or hypo- 
chrondriac patient is very difficult to 
cure—hence the idea, of, prescribing

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With such progress in the treatment 
of this dread disease and the use of 
such intelligent methods, there is rea- 
son to hope that ere long its annual 
ravages will cease to be a source of 
terror to the world generally. :

Chief Executive To Take Up 
Statesboro Affair Today, 


Will Probably Take Action Both Re- 
garding the Work of the Militia 
and Civil Authorities—Re- 
ports That Will Be Sub- 
mitted to iim. 


Governor Terrell will take up today 
the Statesboro affair, if he reaches the 
city, and, it is generally believed, will 
order an investigation of the work 
both of the military and civil 
authorities who were under instruc- 
tions to prevent the lynching of the ne- 
groes, Cato and Reid, but failed to do so. 
Governor Terrell had not reached At- 
lanta from St. Louis last night. 

Adjutant General 8. W. Harris will re- 
turn from Carrollton at noon today and 
will place the paperg in tne case in the 
governor's hands as soon as the latter 
arrives, 

These papers consist of— 

One report from Captain Robert M. 
Hitch, who was in command of the mil- 
itary forces, a full account of which has 
been presented in The Constitution. 

One report from  TJdeutenant C. EF. 
Cone, of the Statesboro company, giving 
a list of the casualties in his command. 

One report from Judge A. F. Daly, be- 
fore whom the prisoners were tried, made 
at the request of the military authorities 
and which is now in the hands of the ad- 
jutant general, Permission to publish de- 
nied. 

One report or affidavit from Lieutenant 
A, A. Morrison, staff surgeon to Captain 
Hitch, in which he supports the statement 
of the captain to the effect that the 
sheriff entered the room where the pris- 
oners were confined and pointed them 
eut to the leaders of the mob. 

So far as is known the foregoing is a 
list of the papers which will be sub- 
mitted to the governor with the ad- 
jutant general’s “respectfully referred.” 

It is upon these papers that the gov- 
ernor must base whatever action he will 
take in the matter. As he will, no 
doubt, give the matter careful consid- 
eration, it is not likely that he will 
reach any final decision before tomorrow. 
And as he is looked to for some prompt 
step in the case, it is not thought he 
will delay such action longer than to- 
morrow. 


Turn of the Investigation. 

While it is generally conceded that 
there will be an investigation of some 
sort, it will not be known just exactly 
what the proceeding will be uwntil the 
governor has determined it. 

With regard to the military end of it, 
he might either order a court of inquiry, 
which is a preliminary proceeding, or it 
is within his power to order & courtmar- 
tial at once, should he consider that the 
circumstances of the case demand it. 

The object of a court of inquiry is to 
get at all the facts in the case with a 
view to determining whether or not 
there should be a courtmartial. Such a 
court would be composed of military of- 
ficers just as in the case of a courtmar- 
tial, but a court of inquiry is usually a 
smaller board, consisting of three to five 
officers, whose duty it is to make rather 
an ex parte investigation somewhat af- 
ter the manner @f a grand jury. Such 
& board may, however, take evidence on 
both sides of the case, and on complet- 
ing its work make a recommendati6n 
as to whether or not there Should be a 
eourtmartial, and upon this recommenda- 
tion the governor acts. The finding of 
& court of inquiry, therefore, is equiva- 
lent to a bill of indictment or “no bill,” 
as the case may be. 

It was reported at the capi 
last week that Captain Hitch rotbrcagn 
mand a court of inquiry, but this has 
since been denied, and that Officer has 
stated that he would leave the matter 
entirely in the hands of the governor 
ns might take such action ag he saw 

With regard to the civil authorities and 
the leaders of the mob which lynched the 
negroes, it is within the power of the 
governor to demand their indictment and 
‘trial on such charges as the circum- 
stances of the case may seem to warrant 
It ig not improbable that Sheriff Kendrick 
will be called upon for a statement of the 
part he and his deputies played. 

Any investigation of' the acts of the 
militia, particularly, would, 
be held at Statesboro, the scene of the 
affair, because most of the witnesses are 
to be had there.

It ig argued 
editorially everywhere that the only ob- 
ject the mob could have had in pursuing 
the course it did, was to exercise its bru- 
tal ferocity and its thirst for blood. 
Critics, therefore, find no excuse or 
ameliorating circumstances {n this case, 
and have made the most of it with ther 
customary arguments.

ARE ELECTORS 
DISQUALIFIED? 


State Executive Committee 
* To Consider Matter 
Next Saturday. 


The question as to whether any of the 
democratic electors for president and 
vice president of the United States, chosen 
by the state convention, are disqualified 
to hold such office will be taken up for 
consideration by the state democratic 
executive committee at a special meet- 
ing called by Chairman M. J. Yeomans 
to be held at the Kimball house in this 
city next Saturday, August 27, 

It is considered important that in the 
coming presidential election there should 
be no doubt whatever as to the qualifi- 
cations of the electors, for tt may be the 
election will be a close one In which one 
or two electoral votes would be of great 
value. 

It is for this reason that the com- 
mittee after making inquiry of the varl- 
ous electors, has determined to hold a 
meeting to investigate the qualifications 
of certain of those chosen by the con- 
vention. 

The United States law prohfbits any 
person who holds office of any kind 
under the United States government from 
being an elector. This has been con- 
structed to mean eyen national bank 
directors, and in all cases’ this year 
they have been ruled ows, 

But now the state law comes in for 
consideration. It has been held by the 
supreme court that an elector is a state 
officer, and there is a state law to the 
effect that no nerson shall hold two 
state offices. There are several of the 
democratic electors who hold minor po- 
sitions which are considered by some. to 
be state offices, and the question is 
whether they can hold these positions 
and also be electors. ‘nose who are 
merely notaries public, if any, will prob- 
ably resign that position as the office of 
elector is looked upon ag one of some 
importance and honor. 

Chairman Yeomans has requested all 
of the electors about whose qualifications 
there is any doubt, to be here on the 
occasion of the meeting of tne committee. 

The committee was given the power 
by the convention to fill any ‘vacancies 
on the state tickets, and it, therefore, 
has the power to name new candidates 


no doubt, | 


for elector should it develop that any 
\of the present electors are disqualified. 
It may be that no changes will be made 
'in the Hst, but the cu.uwusnittee considered 
it best to go thoroughly Into the matter 
and see that there was no doubt about it. 

In the event the committee should 
find that any elector is disqualified, it 
is highly probable that it will name the 
alternate selected by the convention as 
his successor, though this remains en- 
tirely with the committee.

This ig taken to indicate 
that rapid operations by the insurgents 
have been impeded through the non- 
bombardment of {he eapital, owing to 
the intervention of the diplomatic corps 
at Asuncion. 

Despair is felt in the capital over the 
faflure of the negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the difficulties. 

All imports have been suspended and 
articles of prime necessity are hardly 
obtainable at famine prices.

AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS’ 


Ricentennial Beginning of American 
Newspaper Press. 
From Leslle’s Weekly. 

In apitilon to its other distinctions the 
year 1904 marks the completion of two 
centuries since the first American news- 
paper was started.» That paper was The 
Boston News Letter, whose publisher and 
editor was the postmaster of that town. 
Although The News Letter conssited of a 
sheet of only 7 inches by 10%, printed 
on both sides, it was the only paper 
that England’s colonies in the new world 
had for over a decade and a half. Phila- 
delphia got the second paper established 
in America, and New York ‘got the third. 
All these were technically weeklies, but 
often in the early days there were in- 
tervals of two or three weeks between 
their euccessive appearances. The first 
dally paper in the new world was The 
American Daily Advertiser, printed in 
Philadelphia. After nearly & century 
had elapsed since the first newspaper 
ap wared on this continent—or in 1800— 
there were only fifteen dailies and 190 
weeklies in the United States. 

The eontrast between those days and 
today is striking. Thre are 24,000 news- 

apers and periodicals of all sorts—week- 
ies, semi-weeklies, tri-weeklfes, month- 
lis and quarterlfes—published in the 
United States in 1904, of which about 
2,400 are dailies and 16,000 weeklies. Any 
one of two or three of New York’s daily 
papers in 1904 has a large circulation 
than did all the daily and weekly papers 
published in the United States in 1804. 

Many newspapers are in the country to- 
day which have scored more than a cen- 
tury of years. The Hartford Courant 
dates back to 1764, The Philadelphia 
North American made its first appearance 
in 1771, while The Baltimore American 
was established in !7738, The Pittsburg 
Gazette (the oldest newspaper west of 
the Alleghanies) in 1786, The New York 
Globe and Commercial Advertiser in |797, 
The New York Evening Post in !80!, the 
Charleston News and Courler (the oldest 
of the south’s newspapers) in !803, and 
others which have passed the 100-year 
mark escape our memory at the moment. 
The oldest illustrated paper in the United 
States is Leslie's Weekly, which was es- 
tablished in 1855. A weekly paper in 
Philadelphia, The Saturday Evening 
Post, claims to date back from !728. 

The business of printing and publishing 
has expanded into one of the country's 
greatest activities. According to the cen- 
sus computation of !900 it represented 
at that time a capital of $293,000,000, had 
163,000 wage earners, who received $84.,- 
000,000 in that year, while the cost of 
materials which they worked up im that 
twelve months was $87,000,000 and the 
value of their finished products was $34,7- 

00,000. For 1904 all these figures svould 
be much larger. Very nearly half of the 
world’s 50,000 newspapers and periodi- 
cals are published in the United States. 
Ours—dailies, weeklies and monthlies— 
have a larger individual cireulation than 
Europe’s. New York has far more pub- 
lications of all sorts than has London. 
Americans read more than do any other 
people

ONE INHABITANT PARISH 
IN THE HEART OF LONDON 


HE heart of London, the region | 

about the Bank of England and the 

royal exchange, from whence go the 
chief arteries of the country, is situated 
in the strangest parish in the world. 
There is no church, no municipal office, 
and but one inhabitant, yet its. value in 
& parochial and official sense is equal 
to that of many another parish in the 
city with its thousands of rate payers, 
It is the parish of St. Christopher-le- 
Stoaks, founded some 700 years ago, none 
knows how or by whom, but still exist- 
ent with all its rights and dignities, says 
Tit-Bits. 

There are close upon a dozen other 
parishes within the small circuit of the 
civic boundaries of London proper which 
possess but one or two inhabitants, but 
their history an@ lineage pale in interest 
beside that of St. Christopher-le-Stocks. 
The church itself stood in Threadneedle 
street, and was demolished at the time 
the Bank of Pngland was enlarged in 
1731. It therefore stood fronting the 
Mansion house, and from many old rec- 
ords we must assume that it was a 
Stately edifice, altered and beautified after 
the ravages of London’'g fire by Sir 
Christopher Wren, and. embellished by 
gifts from wealthy city aldermen. 

We read of it first in the year 1392, 
When a rich merchant, one Richard 
Sherington, gave “many and divers gifts 
to this church.” But the church must 
have been in existence over a hundred 
years prior to this date, for without the 
gate stood a pair of stocks, for the pun- 
ishment of those whose offenses had been 
committed within the city boundaries. 
But they were abolished in the year 1282, 
when HPdward I was king and Henry 
Walis mayor of London. 

At the time the tolls derived from Lon- 
don bridge were insufficient for ite up- 
Keep, and Mayor Walis, with the royal 
permission, established a “fish and flesh 
market near by the church of St. Chris- 
topher-le-Stocks.”" The stocks market 
was designed to help London bridge, the 
bridgekeeper having power to grant 
leases for market shops. The church 
was the spiritual resort of “all godly 
shopkeepers.’’ There is a lapse of time, 


and then in the year 1472 we read of 
William Hampton, mayor of London, 
who visited the church frequently “for 


man and pious.”” At his death he left 
money to St. Christopher, and “was a4 
great benefactor and glazed some of the 
windows.”’ 

The next reference comes in the year 
1543, when Henry VIII was regeiving 
£46 |5s8 6d as rent for the market. There 
were twenty-five fishmongers and eight 
butchers, and the market place was 230 
feet long by 108 feet wide. “On the east 
s‘de,” writes the old historian, “there 
were rows of trees, very pleasant to the 
inhabitants.’’ The vicar received the 
greater part of his yearly income from 
the shopkeepers, ‘‘godly men and women, 
given muchly to holy observances.” 

In the year (624 Robert Thorne died, 
and left £4,446 to the church “In 
charity and pious uses.’’ Accordingly @ 
stately monument was erected to his 
memory. Later in the century the church 
was partly destroyed in the great fire 
and was repaired by Wren in 1!67}, and 
twenty-five years later was ‘again re- 
paired and beautified at much cost to 
the parish.” In 1737 the stock market 
was removed to Farringdon street, the 
region about the church being then of 
greater importance to merchants than 
shopkeepers. 

As commerce grew 
land encroached upon the graveyard, and 
so in 178! the church was demolished. 
Put in order perhaps to salve the con- 
sciences of the money makers thé 
parochial rights and dignities were still 
maintained. The

Since the outbreak of hostilities in the 
east the output of the revolutionary press 
haw been larger than ever, and as a re- 
sult Russia is now strewn with London- 
made proclamations and what not. The 
people of that country are now being 
stirred up as they were never stirred up 
before. Already there have been whole- 
sale executions, carried on in the strict- 
est secrecy of scores of the czar’s sub- 
jects in whose possession had been 
found some of the literature made in the 
revolution factory of East London. But 
for all that the work goes on. 

As showing how deeply rooted and

wide-spreading the revolutionary move- 
ment in Russia really is, as well as in- 
dicating the sources of information open 
to the leaders in this country, it is a sig- 
nificant circumstance that important 
happenings in Russia are frequently 
known in the London headquarters of the 
propaganda before anything about them 
appears. even in the most enterprising 
section of the English press. The revo- 
lutionary sheets, indeed, sometimes print 
news of the first moment a day or two 
ahead of any London paper. Thus, for 
instance, there was mourning in the 
east end over certain massacres at a 
time when the British public were ig- 
norant that they had taken place. 

Of other, albeit comparatively unim- 
portant, revolution factories “run”’ main- 
ly by Russian Jews there are several. 
At one is produced weekly a small news- 
paper which has gone through many 
vicissitudes. Another is a kind of club. 
Outside it is mean, sordid, and depress- 
ing. Pushing open the front door, you 
are nearly knocked down by an over- 
powering smell of cabbage and herring. 
In one corner of the room is a large 
stove, on which cooking is in progress. 
The rest is filled with stools and tables, 
which have only a distant acquaintance 
with soap and water. 

Scattered over the forms are a dozen 
foreigners, pallid, wretched specimens of 
humanity, with the inevitable herrings, 
pickled gherkins, and black bread in 
front of them. Beyond that is a larger 
but equally squalid room, In which meet- 
ings are held, and in which anarchism 
is fervently advocated. This grimy es- 
tablishment is the meeting place of the 
most extreme section of Russo-Jewish 
revolutionaties and of those who work 
with them on behalf of tne “cause.” 

Some of the leaders of the propaganda 
are subjected to an elaborate system of 
espionage, agents of the Mussian govern- 
ment keeping close watch on them, and 
at times surreptitiously entering their 
houses and examining their papers. One 
of them obtained, some time ago, a cer- 
tain amount of proof that nis belongings 
had been scrutinized. Waving reason 
to believe that during his absence from 
his lodgings for a. day or. two a Rus- 
Sian spy had paid him an unannounced 
visit, he set a simple trap the next time 
he had to go away. He tastened a piece 
of cotton to the Md of his desk in such a 
way that to get to the contents any- 
body would have to snap it. Now, when 
he returned the cotton was broken. 

Besides the revolitionary societies, 
whose efforts are directed against the 
Russian government, London houses 
some which plot against the rulers of 
other countries. The most remarkable 
of these, perhaps, is a confraternity which 
meets in a gloomy house in south Lon- 
don. In its doings the Turkish govern- 
ment is so interested that it has had 


its headquarters shifted from country 
to country, and even tried, it is believed,

SELECTING SEEDS IN FIELD. 


In compliarce with a request from 8 
valued correspendent the following ar- 
ticle is republished from The Weexly 
Constitution of August 3I, 1903: 

I wish to emphesize, if possin.e, the 
im-portance of making careful selections 
of seeds of all farm crops every year. 
In this way every farmer mgy secure and 
perpetuate the very best types of every 
kind of crop grown on the farm. It is 
well tc leave the business of hybricizing 
and cross-breeding to professional horti- 
culturists and nurserymen; but the far- 
mer shculd habitually practice the care- 
his seed corn,.seed cote 
ton and other crops that are produced 
nome, It 


to simply 
the corn crib the best looking, soundest 
and largest ears of corn. That is all right 
if no effort has been before made, But 


the proper time and place to make the 


selection is at or before harvesting time 


and in the field. 


In selecting in the field one is almost 


|compe'led to rely entirely on the pudg- 
'ment or the eye, but there is a way to 
| verify such judgment by an appeal to the 
| stcelyards

The cotton harvest is now at hand, and 


| now is the time to commence the work of 
|improvement by 


selection, before any 
bolls have been harvested. The plan is 
this: Go over a body of the best cotton 


| you have and select say ten or twenty or 


thirty or other mutiple of ten of the 
stalks that in your judgment are the 
best, according to your ideal or notion 
of what is best. Of course the main 
thing is to get the most productive or 
prolific type, other considerations being 
secondary. Now set a tall stake by each 
of these selected stalks, or tie a piece 
of white cloth or a white paper bag, 
over the top of each stalk, and tag each 
with a shipping tag and consecutive num- 
ber. Provide also a cloth or stout paper 
sack large enough to hold the entire 
proluct of a single stalk and number 
these bags to correspond to the numbers 
given to the stalks. Provide also a small 
paper bag large enough to hold ten bolls, 
or less, one of these to go with each 
larger bag. 

Having the stalks thus selected and 
marked beforehand you need not be in a 
hurry about picking the cotton from 
them. Wait until several bolls have 
opened on each stalk. The work should 
then commence. Select from each stalk 
the very best bolls, according to the judg- 
ment of the eye, say two, four, five or 
ten, or even one only. Of course this se- 
lection is not necessarily made, and. cer- 
tainly not completed, when picking over 
the first time. Note the number of bolls 
selected for the little bag.

Having reduced the 
selection down. to the best stalk, and 
having all the seedg from that stalk, 
and the seeds from two or three or more 
of the best bolls, the future work 1s 
plain. The bulk of the seeds from the 
whole number of stalks’may be planted 
‘to themselves’ next year to supply 
seeds for a much larger area the third 
year. The seeds from the few bolls, 
from the best stalk, should be planted 
to themselves under the most favorable 
conditions possible and the process of 
selection be repeated the next year, and 
so on. 

It is not expected that every farmer 
will take the trouble to go through with 
all the above details. Permaps one out 
of a thousand may do so, while many

I will add that the above article was 
not suggested by any apprehension that 
the farmers were becoming more than 
usually careless about selecting their 
planting seed. I take no stock in the 
theory that has been exploited by some 
versatile writer, viz., that the cotton 
pliant is annually deteriorating, as a 
result of the alleged practice of selling 
the seeds from the best pickings to the 
oll mills. One of these writers claims 
that the seeds from the first picking are 
the best for planting, and that those 
from the middle and last picking are 
worthless, showing, to any one really 
familiar with the.prevailing practice in 
the south that the writer knows very 
little about the subject. S8o far from 
being a fact that the first picking gives 
the best seed it is notoriously true that 
these are rejected for planting purposes 
because they are largely from immature 
or poorly developed bolls; and this has 
been the practice since long before there 
were any oil mills in existence. 

So far from yielding to the sugges- 
tion that the cotton mant is deteriorat- 
ing, for the above or any other case, 
I believe that the reverse is the fact— 
that more attention is being gfven to its 
development and improvement than 
any time in the past history of cotton 
culture, R. J. REDDING.

SWPHEET POTATODS. 
By Rev. G. J. Thompson, Ailey, Ga. 
To keep sweet potatoes is not atways 
easy. As I have. been, as a rule, suc- 
cessful, I offer my plan: Dig before or 


Never allow a vine to remain attached to 


by frost. Die in this latitude, the last 
week in October. In handling, fill boxes 


|and baskets so as to prevent extra hand- 


ling and expedite matters. 

The posts of your potato house should 
be 60 inches above ground and walled 
to the top on the outside with inch plank 
resting edge on edge. The inside wall, 
trade of the same material, should reach 
within a foot of the top of the post. 
This leaves space to pack between the 
walls with straw or hay. Dirt or saw 
dust will rot the walls. Put roof on top 
of posts, making no attempt to close air 
holes ebove the top of posts. Begin near 
inside walls and scoop out earth at an 
‘incline until 6 inches perpendicular is 
| Tremoved from interior of house. Put po- 
_tatoes down on the naked earth. This 
| prevents dry rot. Uniform moisture and 
_ temperature is the principle of safety in 
| keeping potatoes. Pu: in petatoes thr» 
| or four feet deep, coning some in cen- 
| ter, level them over. Cover with noth- 
ing for four or five days until the pile 
| undergoes a sweat, leaving door open in 
daytime. It is convenient to have a silat 
| door for day and close door for night. 
_After a few days, cover two or three 
inches with sawdust or 18 inches with 
| leaves or straw. Your potatoes are now 
safe and you can lay your slat door up 
| for future use. Less ventilation will do 
and you can shut your close door. My 
potato house is 10 by 20 feet and I keep 
'from 300 to 500 bushels in it with hardly 
any loss. 

In digging, pull off vines with bull 
tongte and plow down bed with dixie, 
boy carbon or any good turn plow, taking 
one-third land and running deep, never 
allowing the plow to skip or waver. Keep 
hands Picking up in every furrow and 
throw one row back all the while. You 
will hardly ever cut a potato and save 
nearly all. We gell from 16 to 18 pounds 
of butter weekly and feed on little else 
than cotton seed and sweet potatoes.

2. Peppermint wil] do well on any rich 
corn-producing soil, but ita cultivation is 
most profitable on reclaimed mucky solls. 
The crop is planted by means of, roots 
from established plants, early in the 
spring in rows 30 to 36 inches apart, 
and should be cultivated like cotton and 
kept clean. The crop is cut with a 
scythe or mower when the earliest flow- 
ers are developed and before the leayes 
commence falling off. In the south @ 
second or even a third cutting may be 
made. After cutting the plants are cured 
like hay and then taken to the stills, 
where the oll is extracted by distillation 
with steam. 

There are about @ght or nine thousand 
acres devoted to peppermint in. the 
United States, chiefly in southwestern 
Michigan, and the adjacent parts of 
Indiana, in Wayne county, New York. 
I doubt if you would find it profitable as 
an adjunct to a small farm, except to 
supply saloons and restaurants with the 
essential material for mint julips. 

Hop culture has never been engaged in 
on a commercia] scale in the south, but 
the plant grows luxuriantly. It is a very 
expensive crop to cultivate, requiring a 
very great outlay of labor, especially in 
harvesting. 

Recurring again to the first question, 
I am not aware that any effort has been 
made to grow hops on 4 commercial 
scale south of the Potomac and Ohio; 
but it is a plant that grows luxuriantly 
in all parts of the south, and it has 
been cultivated, in a small way, for do- 
mestic uses, and as arf ornamental 
climber—It making a _ beautiful, living 
screen,

BROOM CORN CULTURE IN GEORGIA, 

J. J. Childs, Butler, Ga.: Please inform 
me through your Farm and Farmers col- 
umn in The Constitution: 

|. Is it practicable to raise a good grade 
of broom corn profitably in Georgia? 2. 
If so, what are the best localities for 
this? Is there any reason why the better 
grade of coast and island soil in the 
state will not produce it? 3. What is the 
time for planting? 4. To what extent does 
the growing corn require to be worked? 
5 What is the approved method for cur- 
ing and harvesting the straw? 6. How 
will Georgia raised straw compare in 
quality to that raised in Tennessee and 
other states? 

I trust that you will be able to furnish 
the desired information at an early date 
and oblige. 

Answer—!. There is no doubt whatever 
that broom corn may be grown just as 
successfully as in any state of the union. 
The best proof of it is the fact that it 
has been grown in this state for many 
years. The quality of the brush, or hurl, 
is quite as good ‘as that grown in any 
state. ; 

2. Broom corn is one of the several spe- 
cies of the genus sorghum and wil] thrive 
on any soil and in any location on which 
tthe other species of sorghum will thrive. 
There is no reason why the “better grade 
of coast and island soil in the state will] 
not produce it. 


3. Broom corn should be planted in | 


April, but may be planted successfully 
until June or July. 

4. Broom corn requires about the same 
time and amount of cultivation that is 
required by sorghum when grown for 


| syrup making. 


5 It would require too much space to 
give all the details of curing and harvest- 
ing a crop of broom corn. Send 50 cents 
to Orange Judd Co., New York, or to Al- 
exander Seed Co., Augusta, Ga., for a 
copy of “Broom Corn and- Brooms,” that 
tells all about broom corn culture, ‘from 
A to Z,”’ including the making of brooms. 

6. I repeat that Georgia raised broom 
corn if produced on a good soil is fully 
equal to that produced in any state. 

You have not asked the direct question 
as to the requirements of broom corn in 


‘the matter of fertility of soil. A good 


quality and large crop of broom corn can- 
not be produced on a poor soil. A rich, 
moist soil, just such a soil as would pro- 
duce the largest yield of Indian corn, or 
of sweet sorghum, is what is required 
for the best results in yield and quality. 
A rich bottom is just the place for broom 
corn. A poor soil will not produce a good 
yield and a good quality of broom corn 
nor of anything else. 

(1) APPLE RUST., (2) MOON CORN. 

L. D. McBrayer, Decora, Ga.—I am a 
farmer and subscriber to The Weekly 
Constitution. I come for information. 

What effect will cedar trees have on 
apple trees? Will cedar trees 
apple orchard cause blight in apple trees? 

I commenced planting my corn April 18. 
What is the cause of it growing so tall? 
Some of it is from 8 to 10 feet to the 
ear. I ‘attribute it to planting it on the 
light of the moon. My lIate planted corn 
is not so tall. It was planted on the 
dark of the moon in May. 

Answer—(!) There is a species of fun- 
xus that attacks the leaves of apples 
called gymnosporatgium macropus. This 
fungus has its origin on ceddr trees and 
from the cedar trees the fungus spores 
will be wafted to nearby apple trees, 
On the cedar trees it causes the well 
known so-called “cedar apples” with or- 
ange-colored:+ jelly-like filaments. The 
disease (or fungus) develops on the ap- 
ple leaveg ‘but 
appedrance as it did on the cedar. 

(2) I do not know why your early plant- 
ed corn has grown taller than your later 
planted. It would seem that, as you are 
“on the ground,” you should be able to 
find a better reason for it;than the silly 
and superstitious notion that the moon 
had anything to do with it. Difference 
in season, difference in location, differ- 
@hce in character and quality of soll, etc., 
may reasonably aecount for the differ- 
ence in height of the stalks. But rest 
assured that the moon had nothing to 
do with it. om

You may also give 
her a tablespoonful of saltpeter in the 
drinking water twice @ day, commencing 
after the salts have operated.

WARTS ON COW’S UDDER. 

Mrs, S. F, J., Palmetto, Ga.—I have a 
young cow. that found a calf the first 
of June. 
had a few warts on her sack and they 
have spread until they are nearly over. 
it. They have nearjy closed up the 
milk passage on one of he teats. Can 
you suggest a remedy? 

Answer—Scarify the surface of. the 
warts with a knife. When bleeding ceases 
touch. the surface ‘with lunar caustic, or 
apply a little butter of antimony. In 
three daysscrape off the scab and apply 
the antimony or lunar caustic again. 
Then heal the sores by applying twice 
a day a little of a lotion of 2 ounces of 
tincture of catechu, 2 drams carbolic acfd, 
8 ounces of water. Shake well. 


BOG CAVIN. 

To W. 8S. Cook, Pansy, Ala-The fol- 
lowing is the treatment for bog spavin:; 
If heat and soreness are present, bathe 
the back joint several times qa day with 
cold water and after each bathing apply 
a little of a lotion of 1-2 ounce of 
sugar of lead, dissolved*in ! quart of 
water, Do this for three or four days to 
reduce the heat and soreness, After these 
have subsided, or in cases where there 
has been no heat or soreness, rub on with 
the fingers a little of an ointment of | 
dram of biniodide of mercury and | 
ounce of lard, Let it remain 4n for 
twenty-four hours, then wash off and 
grease with lard. Repeat the blister 
every second week and continue for 
several] months if necessary. Tie up the 
animal's head and keep in the stable 
until the blister has been washed off. 
He can then be turned into pasture 
unti] time for another blistering.

H. T. H. Hitch, Gallion, >: Please 
tel me what to do for my pigeons. They 
are dying of a sore in the throat that 
seems to close it up. I am losing young 
and old with some disease. I suppose it is 
“canker,’’ but J don’t know what to do 
for it. Also give me a cure for mange in 
dogs and oblige. 

Answer—Your pigeons are affected with 
diphtheria or diphtheritic roup, a highly 
contagious disease which attacks’ all 
kinds of domestic fowls. It is much eas- 
ler to prevent an outbreak than it is to 
stop M™, or cure the affected birds. 

(1) Fowls should not be permitted to 
mingle with those on neighboring prem- 
ises. In the case of pigeons of course this 
is impracticable if the pigedns are per- 
mitted full liberty as is usual. Keep the 
pigeon cote and the fowl house clean and 
dry, providing ample ventilation. 

If the disease appears in the flock re- 
move the sick birds for treatment. Disin- 
fect the poultry house and runs and the 
pigeon cote by spraying thoroughly with 
a 5 per cent solution of carbolic acid and 
water at least once a week while the dis- 
ease remains. Feed a well balanced ra- 
tion containing a small portion of lean 
meat scrap. Burn or deeply bury all dead 
bird 

Place the sick ones in’ a warm, well 
ventilated, clean dry hospital room, where 
they will not be exposed to draughts of 
air, and where they can be easily caught. 
Apply to the diphtheritic spots in the 
mouth and eyes, three times a day, a 
two-percent solution of either creolin or 
pure carbolie acid in water. Remove the 
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| siphtheritic membranes as soon as it 
can be done without causing bleeding 
from the: affected surface and continue 
‘the application of the remedy. Also in- 
‘ject a Hitle of it into the nostrils each 
‘time, Also vaporate some spirits of tur- 
‘pentine in €he sick room. 

| Also give the following tonic: One grain 
jeach of cayérine pepper, quinine and cop- 
‘peras. Mix with syrup into three pills. 
Give the three pills to fowls as one dose, 
but only one *pill to a pigeon. 


LUMPY JAW (ACHINOMYSOSIS). 
J. L. H., Dead Lake, Miss.—I have a 
2-year-old heifer with what is called big 
jaw. It began when she was ! year 
‘old, was a small knot; came on the 
side of jaw about;half way between 
her eye and nostril, \and gets larger all 
the time and nearly srhothers her to 
death at times. Then it will burst and 
run awhile, then ft will get better for 
a few days and then get worse again. 

Answer—I think this is a case of 
lumpy jaw,” or achinomycosis; some call 
it “big jaw.’’ When properly treated 
in the early Stages this disease may of- 
teh be cured. But you have let it run 
on so long that @ cure is now doubtful. 
The standard treatment for this disease 
‘is the administration of iodide of potas- 
+sium in full doses, depending somewhat 
‘on the size of the animal., Give | 1!-2 
‘drams of the potassium per day, dis- 
solving it in the drinking water. Con- 
tinue unti] improvemeht is noticed, then 
reduce the dose to ! dram, or less, per 
day. 


SWOLLEN HOCKS. 

J. R. Strickland, Dunn, N. C.: Please 
answer the following: I have a mare six 
years old I bought a few weeks ago; was 
shipped here in April last; got her hind 
knees bruised badly in shipping her. They 
were swollen badly for a while and she 
could hardly travel on them. But she 
is not lame now. But if you trot her fast 
she seems to hop a little on the left one. 
The ewelling is gone except the hind 
hocks are a little too large. Could you 
tell me what to do for them to bring 
them down to normal! size. 

Answer—In the first place the animal 
should not be @riven at a gait that wauld 
cause her to limp at all, If there is any 
Keat or soreness in the joint bathe it 
several times a day with cold water and 
after each bathing apply a little of a lo- 
tion made by dissolving % ounce of sugar 
of lead in |! quart of water. After the 
heat and soreness have subsided, or in 
case there is no heat or soreness at the 
time, rub in around the joint a little of 
an ointment made by mixing together one 
dram of biniodide of mercury and one 
ounce of lard. Rub on a little witk-the 
fingers, keep the animal in the stable 
with her head tied up for 24 hours.) Then 
wash off the blister ointment and /grease 
with a little lard and turn her into the 
pasture. In two weeks repeat the blister 
and so on every two weeks for several 
months if necessary. In the meantime do 
not require any work of the mare if it 
causes lameness.
